The oldest money 
of which 
we 
know was used by the Egyptians. It 
was ring-nioney, and was made of 
topper and gold. 
Strangely enough 
gold was thought to be worth less 
than silver. 
This was because very 
Hale silver came into Egypt at that 
time. 
The ring-money was used only to 
buy very costly things. 
Simple a rt­ 
icles were traded. 
A fisherm an might go to a clay- 
worker and say: ‘T il give you a fish ; 
for th at jar." 
If the clay-worker 
thought it a fair bargain, he would 
make the trade. The fisherm an then 
would perhaps stroll to another part 
of the market-place, and—stopping } 
in front of a poultry booth—would 5 
say: 
" ill give you five fish for one of] 
those ducks." 
Trading of that kind is called bar­ 
ter. 
It was the way the people of 
Egypt and other olden c o u n ties did 
their shopping. 
The Nile was usually full of boats 
carrying things to the m arkets 
in 
cities and tow*ns along 
the banks. 
Sometimes the boats held *3ie s for 
the king. 
The taxes were seldom 
paid in money. Grain, cattle, sbe#p, 
wine, oil, honey and cloth were car- 
lied to the treasury building. 
This 
building, oddly enough, 
was called 
the W hite House. 
Among the hundreds of drawings 
left 
by the Egyptians 
are some 
which may be spoken of as "comics.’ 
They were drawn to make 
people 
laugh. 
In one comic 
sketch, a Hon, an 
ass, a crocodile and an ape are giv­ 
ing a concert, with both instrum ents 
and voices. 
Another picture shows the "king 
of all rats" driving a chariot. 
The 


chariot is drawn by dogs and the rat 
is on his way to attack a fort full of 
oat soldiers. 
One of our pictures today is 
an 
Egyptian comic. 
A 
cat of 
"high 
rank’* is sitting down while she sips 
wine. 
She is being waited on by a 
poor tom cat who is handing her a 
goose. Tom has his tail between his 
legs, and seems to feel him self very 
foolish.

Terminal Half Completed 
DENISON, 
TEX.. 
Jan. 
9.—Con­ 
struction of the three and one-half 
million dollar terminal for the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas, Texas R. R. started a 
year ago west of Denison, is moving 
along rapidly now. The Bow ie-Lydon 
company has several of the buildings 
“flag” high, with brick w'ork on the 
power house about half 
completed, 
and brick work on 
the 
shop and 
round house about finished. 
The large force of men employed 
by the contractors is placing roofing 
on the buildings as fast as they are 
completed and finishing touches are 
under wTay on the locomotive repair 
shops. The tenton electric crane has 
been installed in the shops 
and is 
about ready for service. 
The store houses are about comple­ 
ted and workmen are turning their 
attention to the 
smaller 
buildings 
over the yards that will form various 
offices for yardmasters, clerks, scale 
houses, etc. All grading is about 
complete and surfacing crew s are lay­ 
ing sand 
ballast over the rough 
grading. After the sand ballast is 
laid rock ballast will follow and the 
65 miles of wardage will 
be 
thor­ 
oughly ballasted with rock from the 
Chockie pits. 
The Bowie-Lydon company expects 
to have its part of the contract for 
erecting buildings completed by May 
I. It will require about three months 
more to complete all yard work, con­ 
nect up switches and improve 
the 
main line leads to the yards so the 
new terminal may be opened by Aug. 
I. The five oil storage tanks have 
been completed and oil is now* being 
stored in them. 
Zay Gardner has a large force of 
track laborers laying steel through 
the yards and will have his track- 
laying contract completed • by the 
time the remainder of the terminal 
work is done. 
While the roundhouse as it stands 
at present consists of only 22 stalls 
for engines, the ground is graded and 
laid out so that the roundhouse may 
be easily made four times as large 
as its present capacity and it is the 
belief of railroad officials that the 
roundhouse will be enlarged later by 
the railroad company as 
additional 
room is required. The terminal con­ 
struction work is progressing satis­ 
factory to the railroad and contrac­ 
tors and continued favorable weather 
will assist materially in the construc­ 
tion crews keeping 
ahead 
of 
the 
scheduled time for completing the 
job.

SM EDES MINE COAL 
IN FROZEN NORTH 


GOTHENBERG, Jan. 9.—One hun­ 
dred and 
eighty-five 
Swedish coal 
miners are now’ cut off from the 
w’orld digging coal in a mine seven 
hundred miles north of the Arctic 
Circle. 
They are on the island of 
Spitzbergen, north of Sweden in the 
Sea of Greenland, and the sun will 
not again appear above their horizon 
until next April. 
They have plenty 
of supplies and plenty of fuel, and 
their camps and mines will be light­ 
ed by electricity through the long 
Arctic night. 
One of their principal 
diversions is the phonograph, and 
when they get tired of reading last 
year’s newspapers, they can receive 
the condensed 
new’s 
of the world 
through their own radio station. 
The Swedish company for w’hich 
these men work shipped 72,000 tons 
of coal into Sweden from Spltbzer- 
gen during last summer. 
But now 
nothing can be moved until naviga­ 
tion opens again in the spring. 
Sweden’s coal 
supply is limited, 
but to offset this deficiency she has 
her "w’hite coal," the countless num­ 
ber of waterfalls and rapids which 
are harnessed 
to produce 
electric 
power. 
And, in fact, upward of half 
of the area of the kingdom Is now 
electrified, the pow’er being applied 
to a variety of purposes, all the way 
from the building of ships to the 
milking of cows. 
The fuels in com­ 
mon use are 
w’ood, 
charcoal and 
peat. 
But King Coal still commands a 
corner of the fuel market, and it is 
a unique tribute to him that the 185 
miners are toiling in their ice-bound 
outpost through the Arctic night.

TORONTO, Jan. 9.—Fuel can be 
manuactured in commercial quanti­ 
ties and at reasonable prices

Ontario’s peat bogs.

ago by the Ontario

Dominion ‘ 
governments. 
Operations under the observation 
of the committee have been carried I 
on near Alfred, Ont., and 
as

suit it is stated the committee 
will 
recommend the construction and op­ 
eration of a perfected peat-producing J 
plant. 
The 
committee 
estimates 
that a plant producing 10,000 short 
tons during a season of IOO ten hour 
working days can turn out finished 
peat fuel at a cost of $4.48 a ton, or 
at $3.50 working on a 
20 hour day 
basis. The cost delivered to the con­ 
sumer will be about $10 a ton, 
the 
committee 
estimates. 
Anthracite 
costs from $15 to $20 a ton delivered. 
The committee reports that a good 
market has been 
developed 
within 
economical shipping radius 
of

bogs, and that the demand for peat 
fuel is growing.
